EUBEKA, April 28tb, 1882. 


EDITOR JOURNH:—There appears to 


be a disposition on the part of the 
friends of Jewett Vf. Adams to force him 
to the front as the most available and At 
person in his party to receive the nomi- 
nation for Governor at the ensuing 
Democratic Convention. 


These active and forward friends of 


the Lieutenant Governor will find oat, 
ere the meeting of the Convention, that 
they have undertaken a task more diffi- 
cult to perform than to conceive. 


There are many reasons to urge, why 


Governor Adams should ^be permitted at 
the close of this year, to retire to the 
shades of private life, and thenceforth 
to give his attention to watching his 
herds, branding his calves and market- 
ing his beeves. Among these are: 


First, He has held office eight years, 


and his nomination for Governor would 
be in violation of the spirit of the re- 
solves of his party, heretofore, on the 
subject of Third Term; 


Second, During his eight years of 


official life, he has given no evidence of 
any peculiar fitness for the office of 
Governor, nor has he said or done any- 
thing to convince the people, whose 
Chief Magistrate he seeks to become, 
that he has any special claim to that 
high distinction. Twice has he been a 
candidate for Lieutenant ^Governor of 
his State, twice has he canvassed it and 
twice has he been elected, yet at neither 
of these times has he ever made a 
speeh or written a line to promote his 
own election or to secure the success of 
his party ticket. The truth is, ha has 
not the ability to do either. But tun 
overshadowing reason why the Conven- 
tion should not nominate Mr. Adams 
for Governor will be found in the fol- 
lowing statement of facts, which the 
writer hereof challenges 
either the 


Lieutenant Governor or his friends to 
deny or dispute: 


.In 1874 the law gave to the Lieutenant 


G ivernor as presiding officer of the 
Senate tan dollars a day. (See Vol. II, 
Compiled Laws, Sec. 2720, p. 64.) 
Section 4237, of the same volume, reads 
as follows: 


The Lieutenant Governor shall be 


ei-officio Adjutant General and State 
Librarian, and he shall perform all 
duties required by law in connection 
with the offices of Adjutant General and 
State Librarian. 
His compensation for 


such services shall be thirty-six hundred 
dollars per annum, payable quarterly iu 
the same manner as is provided for the 
payment of the salaries of other State 
officers," 


Thus stood the law in 1875, when 


Governor Adams went into office, and 
thua it continued through that year and 
the fallowing year of 1876. 


For these two years I cbarge it upon 


•Tewett W. Adams that he drew his ten 
dollars per diem, the compensation al- 
lowed him by law, for presiding over 
the Senate during the session of 1875. 
That in addition to this sum he drew 
his salary of thirty-six hundred dollars 
per annum, for the years 1875 aod 1876, 
and did not render the service due to 
the State as its Librarian, as the law re- 
quired him to do. In other words be 
bhirked his duty in this respect, and 
engaged Mr. Bartlett Mitchell to act as 
State Librarian, who did so act for the 
two full years of 1875 and 1876. 
The 


fair thing, I submit to the taxpayers of 
the State, for Governor Adams to have 
done, would have been to have gone 
down ia his own pocket and paid Mr. 
MitcUell for tho semces performed, 
aud not to log-roll a bill through the 
Legislature for that purpose as was 
done. 


If it did not comport with the dignity 


of the Lieutenant Governor of the State 
to discharge tbe duties of Librarian, 
primarily Mr. Adams should not have 
sought the office—should 
not 
have 


entered into a contract, so to speak, 
with the people of the State to perform 
those duties and then to violate his 
official obligations. If other engage- 
ments precluded him from giving bis 
time and attrntiou to the State Library, 
us the law directed and provided, nud if 
such engagements necessitated the eni- 
ploytaeut of a clerk, the pluin duty of 
Mr. Ad,ims was, himself, to pay a.the 
clerk. Did he do this? 


Lat the oeople of the State find the 


answer to tins question as follows: 
"An Act to provide for the payment o! 


services of tho Clerk in State Library 
for the years eighteen hundred und 
seventy-five aud eighteen hundred aud 
seventy-six. 
(Approved Ffb'y 3d. 


1877.) 
SECTION 1. The sum of thirty-six 


huudied ($3000) dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated out of any moneys iu the 
State Treasury of this State not other- 
wise appropriated by law, or which 
may oome into said State Treasury, for 
tho payment of services of Clerk in 
Libniry for the yaurs eighteen hundred 
and s.eventy-five and eighteen hundred 
and fie verity-six. 


SEC. 2. The Controller of State is 


hereby directed to draw his warrant in 
favei of said Library Clerk for said 
amount, and Ih? State Treasurer is 
hereby directed to pay tbe same." 


Let it be remembered that at the date 


of this enactment, and at no time prior 
thereto was there 
any rook officer 


known to the law as "Library Clerk." 


Now, 
on this statement of the law

The Candelaria True ^Fissure gays 


"the young town of Luning on the line 
of the Carson and Colorado railroad be- 
tween Hawthorne and Soda Springs is 
daily (rowing, and bids fair to attain 
dimensions in a short time that will en- 
title it to b* called a city. The town now 
consists of on* hotel and one restaur- 
ant, two saloons, one store, a batcher 
shop, assay office and express office and 
railway depot. More buildings are in 
course of erection, |nd W. G. Wilkin- 
son has contracted to put np a new 
store for F. A. Angell of Hawthorne. 
It will probably b« ready for occupancy 
by the first of June. I. B. Giles is also 
putting up a new saloon. Mr. Wilkin- 
son bears a good reputation as a con- 
tractor and builder, and has located at 
Luning with the intention of staying. 
J. C. White will also go into business 
there and H. C. Bonham. Thus the 
town is gradually but surely growing, 
while the mines in the surrounding hills 
are proving richer each day. The stage 
for Grantsville, Downeyville, Ellsworth, 
lone, Beese, Biver Valley and Austin 
leaves every Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday. About seven miles from the 
town im a northeasterly direetion 3. B. 
Benton has a large spring of water. 
The elevation of this spring is about 
four hundred feet above the town, and 
can be led to the town in concrete pipes 
in quantity sufficient to supply ten 
thousand inhabitants. Mr. Benton and 
other prominent citizens of the place 
say they will bring this water into Lun- 
ing, provided they see an indication 
that the town will be permanent in its 
business. In order to make business 
permanent they propose making an 
effort to have the county stat located at 
Lnning, and in the next attempt at 
moving it from Aurora the new aspirant 
will make its power felt.
